This was at 
i>: 10. A second alarm was sounded at 
7:05. Fearing that the blaze would 
spread to the adjoining buildings, 
Clue! Chcswell ordered a third alarm 
at 7-31. The basement and the rirst 
and fifth floois ot the building were 
occupied by Spitz Bros. & Mork, 
wholesale and retail, clothing and fur- 
nishings; the second by Charles E 
Aclnms & Co., agent for Belrting Bros., 
silks; the lourth by Lincoln, Shein- 
wald, Blanding & Ilemc-nway, who 
carried a large stock of clothing. The 
thiru floor was vacant. Outside oC the 
building in which the lire was con- 
'.iucd, probably tlio heaviest losers arc 
W. W. Winsliip, leather goods, and 
tho Excelsion Umbrella •'•ompany, 71 
Summer stieet; Cobb, Bates & Yerxa 
.and Mmer, Heal & Co., torncr of 
Summer and Chauncey streets- Hol- 
lis, Coon & Co., E. P. Hardy and Cut- 
ter & cutter, Cliaimcey street; John 
Coffin; Morso Bros., E. P. Wilbur, J. 
C. Mclnlirc & Co., Chandler Special- 
ty Manufacturing company, Sidney 
Wachtel and J. A. Ryan & Co., Kings- 
ton street. There are probably fiiteen 
or twenty concerns whose stock is 
more or less damaged by smoke, and 
these will bring the total amount of 
damage done by the fire to over $100,- 
000. 
Most of the firms iri the 'vicinity 


deal in cotton, linen, SUK, woolen and 
leather goods, and tho smoke damage 
sustained by them is very heavy. The 
only actual fire damage is to the 
building and to the stock of Spitz 
Bros. & Mork. Charles E. Adams & 
Co. suffer some damage from water.

i HE LOBSTERS DECLINE. 


28,000,000 Caught In 1888 and Only 


15,000,000-in 18*8. 


">k 


Although lobster dealers in Mame 


deny that there is the slightest possi- 
bility of the extinction of the lobster, 
the figures compiled by the United 
States Fish Commission would seem 
to prove that a less number of these 
shell fish are being caught every year. 


These show beyond the shadow of 


a doubt that for the decade 1888-1898, 
the industry v/as on an almost steady 
decline, the total yield of the eight 
lobster producing states on the Atlan- 
tic coast falling off from the 28,108,- 
970 ppounds in 1888 to about 15,118,- 
062 pounds in 1898, or over forty-six 
per cent. If the catches of the year 
1887, 
amounting to 28,882,180 pounds, 


or 
JS89, 
amounting 
to 
30,771,573 


pouncls^be taken as a criterion, the 
showing is obviously worse. 


The result is the same i! the fig- 


ures of the yield of each state are 
looked at separately. 


In the case of Maine, which pro- 


duces far more lobsters than all the 
other states put together, the yield 
dwindled from 21,694,731 pounds in 
1888 
to 11,183,731 pounds in 1898, or 


about tbrty-elght per cent. 


On the other hand, i-fc is gratifying 


to note that the aggregate yield last 
year was larger than that of 1898 by 
f>49,679 pounds although New York 
and New Jersey continued to show a 
decrease. 
If the statistics for the 


current vfar rhall show a continued 
improvement over 1900, it will tend 
to show that the improvement is not 
spasmodic.
